Status of Application 

In response to the applicant's amendment received on 2/12/07. The 
examiner has considered the new presentation of claims and applicant 
arguments in view of the disclosure and the present state of the prior art. And it 
is the examiner's position that claims 8-26 are unpatentable for the reasons set 
forth in this office action:

1 . Claims 8-20,24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Heide (2001/00051 70). ; 

Heide shows a remote radio control system that includes at least two 
receving antennas. Each transceiver 20 receives an echo signal from a portable 
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device; the portable device generates echo signals that are considered radio 
electrical command signals. See figure 1 and paragraph 51. The received 
signals are compared to the interrogation signal and to each other to determine 
which received echo signal most closely matches the interrogation signal: This 
enables the system to determine the location of the command generator 
(portable device 30). Upon determining the location of the portable device is 
internal (near field) the vehicle immobilize is disabled, and upon determining the 
location of the portable device is external the vehicle (far field) the doors are 
unlocked, see paragraph 6. It is noted that the validity of the command is verified - . -• 
prior to authorizing any action, paragraph 28. 

When the user ho|ds the portable device 30 outside the door, an antenna 
mounted to the rearview mirror and-an external antenna are lined up, one behind 
the other! Heide shows measuring the amplitude parag raph 36; or alternatively 
the power in paragraph 39 of the received E&M radio signal.

In addition to the discussion above, Heide's receiver.20 includes an - 
antenna 24, an amplification stage; and a microprocessor 27 that demodulates" 
the authorization code. Heide does not expressly use coil antennas as the 
receiving antenna. Heide does not state the specific antenna used. Heide does 
however disclose that coil antennas are commonly used in non-contact 
transmission systems for vehicles, see paragraph 4. Therefore, it would have ~ 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have 
used coil antennas in the Heide system since their use is known and their 
manufacture simple. : 1 . ~ * r : '^ ;
